OW the men of the United States armies 
are already being trained behind the 


lines in France is vividly suggested in 
the photographs reproduced on these two 
pages. Actually, the pictures show troops 
from the French colonies who have~been called 
to the assistance of France, and who will take 
part in next year’s campaign with the Amer- 
icans. .The training approximates as closely 
as possible to “the real thing,” with trench 
fighting, barbed wire entanglements, gas 
attacks, and liquid fire among the chief feat- 
ures. Indeed, in some respects the training is 
almost as dangerous as the fighting, for live

“ AINBOW,” or composite, di- 
visions are now being rapidly 
organized from various Na- 
tional Guard units. The first of 
these divisions to be sent to France 
will be known as the Forty-second, 
will consist approximately of 19,000 
men, and will be commanded by 
Major General William A. Mann, 
who is at present. Chief of the Divi- 
sion of Militia Affairs of the War 
Department. Pesices the “Fighting 
Sixty-ninth” Regiment of Infantry 
of the New York National Guard, 
the Forty-second Division will in- 
cluje units from North, South, 
Fast, and West. It is being rapidly 
mobilized at Mineola, Long Island, 
N. Y., and will be temporarily sta- - 
tioned there at Camp Mills. While 
there is no official admission of the 
fact, it is believed that the reason for 
the formation of divisions from all 
parts of the country is to counteract 
the effects of provincialism and sec- 
tionalism and arouse popular inter- 
est in the same body of men in 
widely scattered sections of the 
nation. Another fact to be noted 
in connection with the Forty-second 
Division is that it consists of 19,000 
men instead of 28,000. This is part 
of the plan to reorganize the army 
to harmonize with the Allied armies. 
Instead of three infantry brigades 
of three regiments each the new 
division consists of two infantry 
brigades of two regiments each, a 
field artillery brigade. a_ trench 
mortar battery, and various bat- 
talions and trains. The ratio of 
artillery strength is greatly increas- 
ed, the machine-gun section con- 
siderably enlarged, and there is no 
longer any cavalry, while the air- 
craft units will be kept separate.

front, the British took it over 
from the French. An engage- 
ment, which in any other war 
would have been called a big 
battle, was fought near Nieuport 
on July 10 of this year, after 
several months of comparative 
calm in this region. At 6 o’clock 
in the morning the Germans 
started the day’s work with a 
tremendous bombardment, which 


they maintained for thirteen 
hours, concentrating the fire on 
both the _ British front-line 
trenches and reserve positions 
on both sides of the Yser. All 
the pontoons and bridges were 
destroyed, the British pesitions 
were wrecked, and the retreat of 
the British troops on the right 
bank of the river was cut off. At 
7 o’clock in the evening the 
Germans delivered their attack 
and gained about 1,400 yards, 
after a most heroic resistance

UMANIA’S army was, at the 
beginning of the war, re- 
puted to be the strongest and 
most efficient in the Balkans, 
but events have not justified this 
belief. The campaign last year 
which ended in the fall of Bucharest 
and the occupation of the Dobrudja 
was disastrous for Rumanian arms. 
Although the new Teutonic inva- 


sion, wnich is menacing the hith- 
erto unconquered portion of the 
country, is receiving greater re- 
sistance, the outlook is not good, 
as evidenced by the preparations 


of the Government to withdraw 
from the temporary capital at 
Jassy and take refuge in Russi. 
The safety of Rumania has been 
largely dependent upon the Rus- 
sian armies. It was because of the 





‘prospects of Russian success at the 


time that Rumania was induced to 
become a belligerent last year. 
These prospects, however, did not 
materialize, and Rumania, whose 
position as a neutral had been 
singularly advantageous, saw a 
large and valuable part of her ter- 
ritory overrun by Teuton conquer- 


ors. Since then there has been’ 


comparative quiet on the Ruma- 
nian front. The recent disintegra-

8 the young Emperor accepted 
Chang Hsun’s resignation and ab- 
dicated from his throne. The repub- 
lican troops continued to close in 
on Peking, and on July 9 Chang 
Hsun handed over the administra- 
tion of the city. Fighting had mean- 
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while taken place at the village of 
Lang Fang, south of Peking. The 
republicans -entered the city on 
July 11 and Chang Hsun, after 
taking refuge in the Imperial City, 
fled from the capital. The Vice 
President, Feng Kuo-chang, be- 
came temporary President.
